And although the accumulated knowledge in 
the world today is enormous, the individual person's capacity to acquire it 
is no greater today than it was when history was first recorded. Because of 
this, our educational offerings must be very selective, and above all, relev- 
ant to the students living in a complex world. Therefore in our general educ- 
action offerings, we dare not preoccupy our students to any great extent with 
"what was" but rather with "what is" and with "what ought to be", 


Another prediction might well be that education wil place a strong 
emphasis on ‘interpersonal relations' so that we can all develop more feeling 
for other people. There is too much violence in the world today and certainly 
one way to prevent it is to 'humanize' human beings. If our education can do 
that, it can help man survive. 


My final prediction is that Garneau School won't be around for the next 
decade, mainly because of our city's traffic problems in the area. 


And now, may | take this opportunity to extend my good wishes to all the 
students who attended Garneau School during this term, and particularly the 
ones who are moving on to the high school. 


Also, | want to thank the members of the Yearbook Committee for the many 
hours of work they put in to record the year's activities. 


Finally | must express my gratitude to the Students! Council! and Garneau's 
Staff whose cooperation and understanding, made my task much easier.
